Misses and Half Sizes 
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Savage River Dam Used 


To Supplement Potomac 


Water is being released from the 
huge Savage River Dam to supple­ 
ment the flow of the North Branch 
of the Potomac River. 
This is the second time this year 
that it has been necessary to keep 
the flow of the river et a mini­ 
mum of 60,000,000 gallons a day. 
Julian G. Patrick, 
supervising 
engineer for the 
Savage 
River 
Dam, said this releasing of water 
at this time of the summer is 
normal. 
Until two weeks ago, water was 
running over the spillway from the 
full reservoir. 
After a few days at th<- first of 
last week, the supplemental flow 
from the dam was halted when the 


North Branch rose following last 
Tuesday’s rain. 
Over the weekend, it became nec­ 
essary again to supply the Poto­ 
mac River, Patrick reported. This 
morning, for instance, through the 
U. S. Geological Survey's telemark 
system, Patrick was informed that 
the flow past Kitzmiller was at the 
rate of 30,000.000 gallons a day. 
This means that today there will 
be an additional 30,000,000 gallons 
released to keep the flow at 60,000,- 
000 gallons as it passes Luke. 
The dam proved its worth last 
summer and fall when 
it 
was 
capable of supplying the Potomac 
River during the long period of 
i below-normal rainfall.

Remarkable Restraint 


So me men, if they were in the po sitio n no w 
o ccupied by Dr, Ko nrad Adenauer, chancello r o f the 
W’est German Republic, wo uld be using the present 
mo ment as an o ppo rtunity to win so me po litical g ains 
at French ex pense. The principle is simple; When 
y o ur o ppo nent is in tro uble, press him hard. And 
there is no do ubt that the French aie in tro uble in 
So utheast Asia and no t in a g o o d po sitio n to stand 
firm o n Euro pean questio ns if Dr. Adenauer pushed 
them no w. 
But the sag acio us o ld man who has pilo ted West 
Germany to a po litical stability that is as remarkable 
as its eco no mic resurg ence is no t do ing any pushing . 
On the co ntrary , he said at Berlin the o ther day that 
he is ready to neg o tiate with France any rev isio ns 
in the Euro pean Defense Co mmunity treaty that 
wo uld no t require ratificatio n by the German parlia­ 
ment. 
i\irthermo re, he is prepared to make “ a 
g enero us interpretatio n o f the ag reed treaty to satisfy 
any additio nal justified French desires.” 
This is mo re than fair. EDC was fir.st put fo r­ 
ward by the French, and the representativ es o f 
France sig ned it just as did the representativ es o f 
the o ther fiv e natio ns that w'ere inv o lv ed. Fo ur o f 
the six hav e no w ratified the treaty . It is a little late 
in the day fo r France to co me up with a demand that 
the who le business must be reneg o tiated. But Chan­ 
cello r Adenauer’s po sitio n is that he is prepared to 
find a way to meet French wishes witho ut do ing it 
all o v er ag ain. 
It is sig nificant that this is the attitude he takes 
to ward French fears that under the treaty Germany 
mig ht g ain do minance o n the co ntinent. They want 
ev en mo re safeg uards than they hav e been g iv en 
already — and tho se g iv en included stro ng assurances 
fro m Britain and the United States to keep fo rces in 
f'.uro pe as lo ng as necessary . Dr. Adenauer is pre­ 
pared to g iv e these additio nal assurances.

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Chancellor Adenauer's 
Remarkable Restraint 


Some men, if they were in the position now 


occupied by Dr. Konrad Adenauer, chancellor of the 


W est German Republic, would be using the present 
mom ent as an opportunity to win some political gains 
at French expense. The principle is simple: 
When 


your opponent is in trouble, press him hard. 
And 
there is no doubt that the French ale in trouble in 
Southeast Asia and not in a good position to stand 


firm on European questions if Dr. Adenauer pushed 


them now. 
But the sagacious old man who has piloted West 
Germany to a political stability that is as remarkable 
as its economic resurgence is not doing any pushing. 
On the contrary, he said at Berlin the other day that 
he is ready to negotiate with France any revisions 
in the Furopean Defense Community treaty that 
would not require ratification by the German parlia* 
ment. 
Furthermore, he is prepared 
to make 
a 
generous interpretation of the agreed treaty to satisfy 
any additional justified French desires.” 
This is more than fair. 
EDC was first put for­ 
ward by the French, and 
the representatives of 
France signed it just as did the representatives of 
the other five nations that were involved. 
Four of 
the six have now ratified the treaty. It is a little late 
in the day for France to come up with a demand that 
the whole business must be renegotiated. But Chan­ 
cellor A denauers position is that he is prepared to 
find a way to meet French wishes without doing it 
all over again. 
It is significant that this is the attitude he takes 
toward French fears that under the treaty Germany 
might gain dominance on the continent. They want 
even more safeguards than they have been given 
already— and those given included strong assurances 
from Britain and the United States to keep forces in 
Europe as long as necessary. 
Dr. Adenauer is pre­ 
pared to give these additional assurances. 


These Days

Without Religion, No Resistance 


Asia is the homeland of the religions of the hum an 
race. 
While Catholicism 
ultimately developed 
in the 
F uropean lands of the Rom an E m pire and most Protes­ 
tant groups grew in the G erm anic countries. Switzerland 
and England, Christianity is an Oriental religion out of 
palestine and Syria. Although all hum an beings, even the 
m ost primitive, develop some form of religious experience, 
the great universal churches which have crossed national 
borders and have affected millions of people are the 
Specific contributions of Asia to civilization. 
Religion has, in every Asiatic country, determ ined the 
social characteristics of the people. In China, historically 
four religions have been im portant; 
Taoism. Confucian­ 
ism, Buddhism and Islam . 
Taoism and Buddhism have 
become largely ritualistic in China, with em phasis on 
supernatural intervention in private lives. 
Confucianism 
is a pragm atic, atheistic, m aterialistic philosophy which 
has taken on the characteristics of a church and which 
has, in Western eyes, at least, the formalities of ancestor 
worship. 
Islam in China is extensive, reaching from 
T urkestan to Shantung. 


Hinduism, as a religion, is pantheistic, gloriously 
exultant in its literature hut degenerative^ ritualistic 
and superstitious in its non philosophic expressions 
among the masses. 
Its literature is beautiful almost 
beyond anything that appears in other religious con­ 
ceptions. Indian Buddhism has taken on several mani­ 
festations. 
some 
often 
producing 
degenerate 
sex 
aspects. 
It would he impossible to catalogue all the 
varieties of religious expression in India 
and the 
adjoining countries, and It is probably unimportant 
to do so here. What Is significant is the enormous role 
played by great religions in these countries and how 
they have degenerated from the noblest spiritual move­ 
ments among the people to ritualistic superstition. 


Islam is the religion of Pakistan and Karachi iv one 
cf the most im portant Islam ic cultural centers in all the 
world. Islam reaches into m any parts of India. Pakistan 
is a bulwark against com m unism as. thus far, are all 
Islam ic countries. W hereas Nehru, in the current clim ate 
of India, finds public opinion antagonistic to stern resist­ 
ance against Russia, Pakistan is in alliance with the 
United States and is firmly set against M arxism. 
Christianity cam e to China early in the Nestorian 
m anifestation, probably in the 7th Century. 
The Nes- 
torinns w ere absorbed in the native population and dis­ 
appeared, leaving only an historic record. The Dominicans 
cam e in tho 14th Century and the Jesuits in the 15th 
C entury, 
Among the greatest of the Jesuit missionaries 
w as M atteo Ricci (1552-1610) who exercised a trem endous 
influence in the im perial 
court. 
At one period, 
the 
Chinese em peror, K’ang Hsi < 1655-1723> was ready to 
adopt Christianity as the court religion and to convert the 
country, but the Jesuits and Dominicans got snarled in a 
qu arrel over the nam e of God. whether it was to be tran s­ 
lated as Shang Ti or Tien Chu and when the Pope inter­ 
vened to instruct the Chinese em peror as to the correct 
use of Chinese, the em peror ordered Christian mission­ 
aries out of China (in 1706) with a few exceptions. 


Christianity 
also 
moved 
in 
from 
the 
South, 
Influencing India as well as China through the mis­ 
sionary efforts of Francis Xavier whose memory is 
atill green. 
Also British and American Protestants 
appeared in the early 19th Century in South China as 
missionaries, expanding their influence throughout the 
country. So potent were the small number of Chris­ 
tians that until the Communists took over, the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs In China was almost entirely man­ 
ned by graduates of Christian colleges. Under British 
rule, both Protestant and Catholic missionaries made 
considerable progress in India. 
Goa, a Portuguese 
colony in India, developed into an important Catholic 
center. 
In both countries, American Catholic and 
Protestant missionaries had grown increasingly nu­ 
merous and influential until World War II. However, 
wherever the Chinese Communists take over, Chris­ 
tians are expelled and in some instances martyred. 


It is historically interesting to note that only Chris­ 
tianity and Islam possess the inner strength and courage 
in these countries to generate opposition to Marxism. 
It 
is in the 
nature 
of the current w'orld struggle that a 
Confucian will find little, from a philosophic standpoint, 
that is offensive in M arxism, nor will a Hindu. 
On the 
other hand, a Christian or a Moslem, in whatever country, 
o b v io u s ly 
cannot accept 
a 
philosophic 
system which 
rejects the concept of a mystical God who created the 
E arth and all that is upon it, including man. 
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WASHINGTON — The 
inside 
story of the g reatest filibuster in 
m odern Senate history can now be 
told. W hatever you m ay say about 
filibusters, this one also concern­ 
ed one of the m ost im portant bills 
in modern tim es. 
It established m achinery govern­ 
ing the atomic power that will run 
the nation’s factories and electric- 
light plants in the next 75 years. 
In the past, the great w ater­ 
power sites of the United States 
have been developed in p art by 
private utilities, in part by the 
governm ent. But the basic battle in 
the Atomic Energy Bill w as the 
giving of all atom ic power to p ri­ 
vate 
industry. 
The 
governm ent 
would have no look-in at all. At one 
point 
Senator 
Hickenlooper 
of 
Iowa, the Republican in charge of 
the bill for the Eisenhower forces, 
even 
introduced 
an 
am endm ent 
banning 
the 
governm ent 
from 
spending any funds w hatsoever tor 
developing com m ercial powder. 
Chief backer and pusher of the 
atom ic power bill was Adm. Lewis 
Strauss, chairm an of the Atomic 
E n erg y Commission and partner of 
the Wall Street banking firm of 
Kuhn. Loeb and Co. This is one 
of the 
big 
investm ent 
bankers 
which have been financing the pri­ 
v ate power com panies anxious to 
g et a grip on atomic power. 
Another Wall Street investm ent 
firm , Lehm an Brothers, has hired 
Gordon Dean, form er chairm an of 
the Atomic 
Energy Commission; 
while a third big Wall Street firm, 
I z z a r d Freres, has hired David 
Lilienthal,

Syngman Rhee Comes Home For Promised U. S. Help 


W A SH IN G TO N -Syngman Rhee, 
president of the Republic of Korea, 
has come back "h o m e” —for in this 
country he spent 33 years of his 
exile after seven years in a J a p a n ­ 
ese prison. 
He is a world figure today, but 
few of us knew him as we sat on 
the sam e platform to receive deg ­ 
rees at Princeton University in June 
3910. He had studied there for a 
doctorate and had majored in in­ 
ternational law and American his­ 
tory. Previously he had received 
a m aster of arts degree at H arvard 
and his first academ ic degree at 
George Washington University. 
Curiously enough, while studying 
a t Princeton, young Rhee becam e 
acquainted with Woodrow Wilson, 
then the head of the university, 
who often introduced him to friends 
as “ the future redeem er of K orea’s 
independence." 
Fought Hard For Country 
Few m en in m odern history have 
fought so long and so bravely for 
the independence of their native 
land. Associated as he was with the 
work of the Presbyterian Board of 
Foreign Missions 
in 
Korea, 
the 
youthful patriot strove constantly 
as a speaker and as a w riter to 
interest the people of this 
and 
other countries in the future of 
Korea. 
To 
h ear 
Syngm an 
Rhee. 
the 
gentle-m annered m an of intellect­ 
ual attainm ent and deep-seated be­ 
lief in the doctrines of representa­ 
tive governm ent, characterized as 
a 
' ‘dictator" or as a m an who 
brushes aside constitutionalism—as 
critics abroad have pictured him — 
is to accept the propaganda a t­ 
tem pts to discredit him which have 
been m ade by the Communists and 
"left wing" in Europe and to some 
extent in this country.

tough decisions to m ake in w ar­ 
time.

his record as constitutional p res­ 
ident—and particularly the reform s 
which he has cham pioned—b ear 
out the faith and trust that A m er­ 
icans who have known him have 
placed in him.

ing the inner ear. Some of our 
m odern drugs are not blameless in 
this respect.

For three days

filibuster 
operated with clocklike precision. 
E very speaker was in his place at 
the right time, carried on for the 
allotted length of time.

And S parkm an suggested the Re­ 
publicans would be better off con­ 
ferring wtih the leaders of the 
filibuster rather than the m an who 
w as not leading. 
This got under Johnson’s skin. 
He cam e over to S parkm an * desk 
on the Senate floor and waved his 
arm s. S parkm an pounded his desk 
in Lyndon’* face. Sparkm an, the 
m an who m ade the rem ark , was 
vice presidential candidate in 1952. 


He has plenty of 
prestige. 
But 
Johnson, the m an who heard it, 
aspires to tx.- vice presidential can­ 
didate — or better — in 1956. 
So, later that night, "L yin’ down 
Lyndon." as he is sometim es call­ 
ed, was heard telling Gore of Ten­ 
nessee: "W e’re going to find out 
who is going to stand up and vote 
for my leadership rather than that 
of Wayne M orse." 
Simultaneously, 
m ore 
personal 
peeve had been injected into the 
battle. Knowing Lyndon Johnson a 
vanity, Knowland kept needling the 
D em ocrats that Morse, the Oregon 
independent, w'as the real leader 
of the Democrats.

they pay no income tax, get free 
food, uniforms and cigarets, and 
cards that give them a 50 per cent 
discount at stores and restaurants.

Welsh was arrested here Satur­ 
day at the request of Pennsylvania 
authorities and was held for ex­ 
tradition to Pittsburgh. He was 
taken into custody Saturday at the 
home e»f a sister on Gay Street, 
bv City Denotive Leo E. P. Law 
and State Troopers Robert Wol­ 
ford and L. C. Clark. 
The petition and order for a ha­ 
beas corpus w rit was filed Mon­ 
day bv Welsh’s attorney, Albert 
A. Doub, and trial was set for to­ 
morrow at IO a. rn. 
State's Attorney Paul M. Fletch­ 
er received a call yesterday from 
Pittsburgh City Police, asking for 
a description of the man being 
held here, 
Court Proceedings Dropped 
As it developed, the Welsh be­ 
ing held in the County Jail was 
older 'IK' than the m an being 
sought by Pittsburgh police. Also, 
the middle nam es of the two men 
didn’t jibe. 
Another discrepancy was that 
the Welsh released yesterday was 
on a penal farm when the other 
Welsh was in a 
boy’s training j 
school. 
The George Welsh wanted by 
Pittsburgh police is one of a four- 
m em ber gang allegedly involved 
in the holdup of a Pennsylvania 
Super M arket which netted nearly 
$7,000. 
The Welsh who was released 
here yesterday was exonerated of 
all blam e in the robbery and court 
proceedings were dismissed by his 
attorney.

Batch Plant Goes Up 


A concrete batching plant, used to mix dry ingredients for cem ent in heavy construction work, takes 
shape on the West Side at the intersection of W ater Street and Kelly Boulevard next to the Baltim ore 
and Ohio Railroad tracks. The silo-like storage bin to the left of the plant stores excess m ixtures 
which are first placed in the top bins at the right. The sand, cem ent and crushed stone m ixtures are 
poured in the separate com partm ents of the upper bins from railw ay cars and dropped into trucks 
beneath the bins. The excess is piped into the storage bins. Still to bp erected is the recording device 
section which is a box-like affair suspended on beam s and contains weighing scales. The huge crane 
to the far left has just completed erecting the 60-foot tower and elevator to the bins.

been interested in compost de­ 
velopment and compost or organic 
farming. 
The idea, he explains is not orig­ 
inal, but has been followed in one ! 
form or another for decades, and 
organic fertilization of soil has al­ 
ways been nature’s way of pro­ 
moting growth of all vegetation. 
In recent years, however, science ; 
has discovered a method which will 
speed 
up 
decomposition 
of 
all j 
organic m atter such as grass clip­ 
pings, garbage, chicken feathers. 
‘leaves, and countless other sim ilar 
waste m aterials.

Speeds l ’p Process 
Norm ally, it is explained, nature 
takes two or more years to break 
down leaves and other organic 
m atter to a point where it becomes 
topsoil, or fertilizer for old soil, 
Under the modern and scientific 
approach, Rinker said, it is now' 
possible to break compost piles 
down to pure, seed-free and bac- 
teria-free topsoil and natural fer­ 
tilizer in less than 90 days.
